PRIEST RECALLS ORDEAL 


IN CHINA. 
From Ove Corresponpent. 
GALWAY, Tuesday. 


The terrorist tactics employed by Com- 
munists to gain their ends were vividly 
described by Rev. J. Linehan in an inter- 
view here to-day. Father Linehan was a 
Rae in the hands of the Communists in 

hina íor seven months. 

Recounting his experiences, he said that 
another priest and himself were taken 
captives by Communists in China in 1930, 
and during their imprisonment they 
learned that they were being held to 
ransom in order that the money so provided 
could buy guns for the Communist Army. 
'“ We met several Chinese who had been 
in Russia,’’ he said, “ we read official 
Communist text books printed in Chinese, 
we read and heard their songs, and in all 
these one of the things most anathematised 
is religion.” 

The Communists made it clear, he added, 
that they hoped to gain their ends by 
killing people for the sake of terrorising, 
and thereby establishing themselves as 
dominists. Their ideals were the anti- 
thesis of all Christianity. 


FAMOUS YACHT IN 
HOLIDAY ACCIDENT.

SIR THOMAS MYLES AND 
PARTY ESCAPE. 


The famous yacht Sheila, belonging to 
Sir Thomas Myles, Leeson Park, Dublin, 
ran ashore at Derbyhaven, Isle of Man, 
during a holiday cruise, which recently 
started from Dun Laoghaire. Fortunately, 
Sir Thomas and Lady Myles and an 
American friend who were on board es- 
caped in a small boat. 

It is reported that the yacht, which 
weighs 62 tons by Thames measurement, 
was badly holed, and filled rapidly. It is 
feared that she will become a total wreck. 

The Sheila was built to the order of 
Queen Victoria as a gift to Prince Henry 
of Battenberg, and was launched in 1874. 
Members of many European royal fami- 
lies have walked its decks, including the 
ex-Queen of Spain, who played on the 
yacht as a child. About ten years ago it 
was purchased by Sir Thomas Myles, who, 
with Lady Myles and friends, has used 
it for cruising in summer. 


SHAMROCK V. AT DUN 
LAOGHAIRE. 


Mr.. T. O. M. Sopwith’s tacing yacht, 
Shamrock V., on passage from the South of 
Englard to the Clyde. put into Dun Laoghaire 
yesterday afternoon for fresh provisions, and 
dropped anchor near the centre of the har- 
hour, dwarfing everv other vacht in the 
vicinity by reason of the height of her Mar- 
cont mast. 

It is three years since Shamrock V. was 
last in Dublin Bay, and then she was racing 
around the coast, and incidentally undergoing 
her trialá previous to crossing the Atlantic 
to compete for the America Cup. How well 
she did in home waters and how she disap- 
pointed when the real task came are matters 
of history. 

The Shamrock V. of to-day has white top- 
sides. and not the vivid green which was ever 
associated with Sir Thomas Lipton’s racing 
yachts. The white alters her appearance, and, 
some believe, improves her looks. This, 
however, is a matter of opinion. She is pro- 
ceeding North under her own sail, and is ex- 
pected to leave early this morning. 


PHARMACEUTICAL EXAMINATION 


The Minister for Justice of the Irish Free 
State has signified his approval of regula- 
tions made by the Pharmaceutical Society 
of Ireland suspending preliminary ex- 
aminations for three years as from January 
last. and rescinding the regulations to the 
contrary already made.

On and after October, 1934, candidates 
must also pass in chemistry and botany.

Prolonged negotiations had 
been in progress between the Governments 
of Britain and the United States in 
respect of the instalment of the War debt 
that falls due to-morrow. There had been 
an exhaustive exchange of views, and 
yesterday. His Majesty’s Ambassador in 
Washington had delivered to President 
Roosevelt. a Note which contained the 
British proposals. The President's answer 
would be received in Lendon to-day, and 
Mr. Chamberlain hoped to be able to supply 
Parliament with complete information on 
the subject at about 10 o'clock to-night. 
The Chancellor said that His Majesty's 
Government had no reason to suppose that 
the President's reply would be “ otherwise 
than satisfactory to us’’; and on the 
precise meaning of that remark much will 
depend. To-morrow one of three, things 
must happen. Britain will pay the full 
sum of almost £20,000,000.to the United 
States ; she will make a ‘‘ token ” payment 
in acknowledgment of her debt, or she will 
simply default: 

No provision was made in Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s Budget for the payment of this 
month’s instalment to the United States, 
because everybody believed that some kind 
of accommodation would have been reached 
long ago. Last December, although France 
refused point-blank to pay anything, 
| Britain found £29,000,000 in gold to meet 
her commitment in Washington ; but she 
regarded this sum as a capital, rather than 
as an interest and sinking fund, instal- 
meni, pending a final settlement of the 
whole War debt problem. Six months 
have passed, and nothing has been de- 
cided. President Roosevelt is sympathetic, 
but he is not a free agent. His apparently 
dictatorial powers are largely illusory ; 
for he is in the hands of Congress, which 
will not budge in the matter of War 
debts. The members of Congress cannot be 
persuaded that, if they will forgive tlreir 
| debtors, prosperity will return to them. 
They are not learned economists, and 
many of them are convinced firmly that 
the people of Europe are trying to evade 
their just dues. . President Roosevelt’s 
position, therefore, is exceedingly delicate. 
His immediate predecessors in office never 
failed to insist that the European Powers 
must pay their debts to the uttermost 
farthing. If President Roosevelt were a 
really great statesman, he might be able 
to reverse their policy without danger; 


but he is neither a Lincol:. nor a 
Washington. 

We have little doubt that, al- 
though Britain may be | unable. at 
the moment to pay the full amount 
that falls due to-merrow, she has 


offered to make a “ token ” payment. The 
_ suggestion in Washington last night vas 
that an offer of ten per cent. had been 
made, and, if President Roosevelt accepts 
that proposal, a final settlement will 
become possible. In the meanwhile the 
Economic Conference in London must pre- 
pare to tackle the whole problem of the 
War debts. Not only Mr. Ramsay Mac- 
donald and General Smuts, but also the 
Italian delegate, have insisted that 


nothing can be achieved until the 
‘debt problem is out of the way. 
So long as it remains unsolved the 


delegates in London will be merely beating 
air, and the cynical French journalists, 
who predict that the Conference will come 
to nothing, will be justified of their 
pessimism. Everything now depends on 
Washington. If President Roosevelt. even: 
halds out a hope of settlement, the way: 
will be clear for the delegates’ major task, 

whereas, if he “ stands pat,” they may 
just as well pack their bags and go home.

The Dis- 
ermament ¢’qnference was an essential 
factor, but it was suffering from terribly 
long-drawn-out delay. He declared that

fault in not giving the lead expected of 


them at Geneva, and, frankly, as things | 
vere at present, he saw no hope of security.

VIEW OF CHANCELLOR'S 
STATEMENT, “ . 


The Chancellor's statement in the House 
of Commons last night is interpreted 
as meaning that the conversations which 
have been proceeding between the British 
Ambassador ate:Washington~ and the 
American Government have led to agree- 
ment between the two Governments, and 
that all that remains to be done is for 
the President to give expression to the 
agreement in a formal dispatch.

the terms of the Debt Agreement, or, 
alternatively, a refusal to pay anything 
in such circumstances the British Govern- 
ment would withhold payment.

A further meeting of the Cabinet was held 
at nine o'clock yesterday morning, and 
slightly ‘more cheerful: information awaited 
Ministers.

Most notable throughout the discussion, 
adds The Times, was the manifest con- 
viction, that solutions: proposed by the 
Conference, if they are to be effective, must 
be accompanied by a settlement of the 
problem of War debts.. That had been the 
view taken by the Preparatory Commis- 
sion, which held it to be essential that 
there should be a lasting settlement of 
this question, relieving the world ol 
further anxiety concerning the disturbing 
effects of such payments upon financial, 
economic and currency stability.

“The position from one end of the 
world to the other is worsening, not only 
financially, but politically, and the way 
out is becomitig steadily more difficult.

tal Establishment, close to Farnborough 
Aerodrome, and they had narrow escapes 
when the machine broke through the wall 
and set the whole building on fire. 


A NARROW ESCAPE. 


None had a closer escape than Gunner 
Wigloy, who was standing at the side of 
his motor cycle, less than a yard from 
where the machine fell. He escaped with 
a slight singeing. | 

Three fire. brigades were called, but the 
entire building was seriously damaged, 
and the roof fell in. : 

A tank and an armoured car were 
dragged from the burning building. 

The Royal Air Force and Aldershot Fire 
Brigades worked hard for an hour before 
the fire in the shed was got under control. 
The wreckage of the aeroplane was still 
smouldering three hours after the acci- 
dent. The difficulties of the firemen were 
increased owing to the intense heat crack- 
ing the panes of glass in the skylight, and 
causing the broken glass to fall about 
their heads. 

It is thought that Flight-Lientenant 
O’Hanlon was dead before the flames en- 


veloped him, as when his body was ex- 


tricated, his head showed signs of severé 
injury. 


EYE-WITNESSES’ ACCOUNTS. 


An account of the accident was given by 
Company Sergeant-Major W. Thick, why 
said that the pilot made a desperate effort 
to land the machine in a marshy swamp, 
close by the sheds, Seeing that he could 
not do so, he waved frantically from the 
cockpit for Wigley to: get out jof the way. 
If..the ’plane had landed on the swamp 
it was quite possible that the puilot’s life 
would have been saved. 

An eye-witness told a reporter that he 
saw the machine take off and start to turn 
a circle. It had got to about one thousand 


feet, when the nose suddenly dro , and 
the machine. got into a spin. e pilot: 
was unable to regain control, and the 


engine cut out.

If all has gone well, Mr. Jathes Mattern, 
the American round-the-world solo flier, is 
now speeding over.the Behring Sea from 
Eastern Siberia to Nome, Alaska, on a non- 
stop flight of nearly 4,000 miles. 

He left Kharbarovsk at 10.15 (local 
time) last night, after an unnerving adven- 
ture which greatly delayed the start of the 
flight. While flying from Rukhlovo to 
Nikolayevsk, where he planned to take off, 
Mr. Mattern lost his way and flew many 
miles north of his course until he was over 
the ice floes of the Okhotsk Sea. Thick 
fog, rain and frost met the airman, who 
found that “his machine was becoming 
weighted with ice and was in danger of 
losing flying speed. He resolved to return 
to Kharbarovsk. eae: 
All night he flew. in search of a landing 
place, zig-zagging across desolate country 
until he was able to land early in the 
morning in & field at Soffisk. He was 
exhausted, and went to sleep almost 
immediately.- There was no aviation fuel 
at Sofisk, so the airman filled his tanks 
with tractor fuel, on which he completed 
the flight to Kharbarovsk, where the 
engine, and machine were cleaned and over-:

MEETING OF THE BUREAU. 


A meeting of the Bureau of the Eanair 
ference, which was held immediately after 
the full plenary meeting had adjourned 
yesterday afternoon, lasted for nearly two 
hours.

FRANCE AND CURRENCY | 
: INSTABILITY. 


When M. Daladier put the Joint of view , 
of France, it was obvioas that every dele- | 
gate felt that a vital stage of the con- | 
ference had been reached after the opening 
pageantry of yesterday. 

Speakiny in slow and emphatic French, 
M. Daladier painted. a sombre picture of 
world unemployment and commercial 
chaos, with their inter-locked problems of 
money, production and exchange. He set 
a noteworthy example to the conference, 
for his speech lasted less than ten minutes. 

There is no need for me to cwell upon 
the practical effects of the prevailing 
economic position, he said. : We have more 
than thirty millions unemployed, and we 
have millions who are living in. misery 
on the one hand, while on the other there 
are stocks of wheat, coffee and other com- 
modities that are being burnt. Yet for cen- 
turies men have worked with the object 
of building up such stocks, and have re- 
garded ‘them as a real safeguard against 
the uncertainties of fate. 

The prices of agricultural and similar 
products had suddenly collapsed. How 
could. these hundreds of millions of 
farmers, thus suddenly deprived, continue 
to be the customers of industry, banks and 
trade? 


DELUSION OF CREDIT. -

“AMERICA TO BLAME.” 


General Smuts, of the Union of South 
Africa, reminded the delegates that he 
was one of the very few-—there were only 
three members of the conference—who 
were also members of the Peace Conference 
fourteen years ago. At that time he gave 
expression to the fears of the future that 
flled his mind. Those fears were then 
generally discounted, but, unfortunately, 
they had come true. Not only that, but 
much worse had happened. 

The Great War had been followed not 
by peace, but, by an economic war almost 
as devastating im its consequences, he 
went on. 

‘‘ Once more I am filled with fear for the 
future if this conferenee fails. Only my 
fear now is shared by every serious person, 
and it goes much deeper. It is the fear for 
the future of our European system and 
civilisation itself; so I will make no 
apology if I speak quite frankly. 

“The Lausanne Conference a year ago 
recommended this conference as a matter 
of urgency. That conference placed the 
gravest responsibility where it belonged— 
on the shoulders of the United States. 
The United States failed to fall into line. 

‘‘Meanwhile there has been the great 
industrial and .banking crisis which has 
shaken her whole economic system to its 
foundation.

LAUSANNE PACT STANDS.

‘‘ We are prepared to abandon the present 
system of quotas and restrictions providing 
that the equilibrium of our own balance 
of payments is guaranteed,’’

The inquest on Thomas Parker (34), a 
general labourer, of no fixed abode, who died 
at Winson Green Prison on June 2nd, was 
resumed at the prison yesterday by Dr. W. 
H. Davison, ‘the Birmingham City Coroner, 
and adjourned until to-day.

“The Irish Transport and General 
Workers” Union is an Irish Free State 
organisation, unregistered in Northern Ire- 
land, so that it would be impossible for 
them to take over the National Union of 
Railwaymen, the Associated Society of 
Locomotive Engineers and Firemen, and 
the Railway Clerks’ Association. I cannot 
visualise negotiations in future conducted 
on a distinct national basis as defined 
by the boundary.
